HR conservation congresa of this

year is devoted chiefly to the

farmer. Most of the subjects

already announced relate to

pome phase of agriculture or to the
country life movement. The keynote
of the gathering is conservation of the
soll. A statemment by Glford FPinchot
mnade two years ago shows that In
America the average wheat yleld Is
less than fourteen bushels per pore,
while in Germany It I8 twenty-eight
and b England thirty-two bushels per
acre. The contrast 18 made all the
more glaring by the fact that most of
our soll hus Leen In use less than a
hundred years, while that of Germany
gnd England bas been farmed n thou-
sand years or more. Yet npaturally
there 18 no richer soll on earth than
that of the Misslssippl valley nnd of
other portions of the United States.
Why, then, is the yleld of this fertile
and virgin soll less than one-half that
of the two older natlona? Obvlously
because we have not resorted to in
tensive and sclentific farming to the
same extent ns Burope. The smnll
amount of land available and the ne
conglty of forcing this lnnd to produce
to its full capacity hove compelled the
Europenn furmers to get out of every
mnere Its greatest posgible yleld., Here,
where we have had miillons of acres
unused, we have sgquandered our re
sonrces nnd neglecied our opportund
ties., Now thaot our country Is more
thickly settled we are beginning to
fuce slmilar conditions to those of Iin

rope, We must learn the same lesdin
that the older notions learned long
ago, Ience we have the conservation

movement — conservittion of forests,
conservation of natural regources, lu
cluding water power and minerals, and
eonservation of soll

What Farmers Must Study.

Rotation of crops, fertillzing, mare
careful and intelligent methods, closer
economy, co-operation In buying and
gelling, are among the things that
Amerlean farmers must study.  All of

hoping thus to Increase prices to the
farmer and redoce those to the con-
sumer, If this movement sncceeds In
New York It Is the design of the
rangs to extend It to every city of
he country. If the Farmers' union
nlso takes up a shoilmr work It will
enlist most of the organizged farmers
f the land, for It Is anltogether the
Argest association of Its kind In

meriea, contnining milllons of mem-
wra, mostly In the south, while the
grange is strong In the north. Recre-
nry of Agricolture Wilson hns also
wen talking along this line, advocnt
ng thut the consumers organlze in the
ame way that the farmers are or
ganized

The country.life movement, the im-
provement of the country pohool,
chureh and soclal conditions and the
betterment of the furmer's lot gener-
ally are also scheduled to occupy acon
slderable portion of the conventlon’s
attention. This was & pet theme dur
ing Roosevelt's ndminlstration, but has
dropped out of sight somewhat since.
Now it Is again to come to the front,
thus giving notlee that the Roosevelt
influence 18 st dominant in the con-
servation assoclation, It could not be
otherwise with Gifford Pinchot ns
president. It should be explained in
passing that, while Mr. Pinchot {s head
of the assoclation, Henry Wallace of
Iowa 13 president of the consarvation
congreds. Wallace Is also a member of
the conntry life commisgion. In eom-
menting on the prominent place given
to the farmers on the program Mr,
Whallace aald this happened by design.
He cxpressed the hope that when the
proceedings of the convention waere
printed they would form an aathorita-
tive handbook for the Ameriean
farmer.

President Taft will be at the con-
ventlon and deliver an address, He
has the evenlng of Sept. 25, the open-
ing day, all to bimself. The conven-
tion mests In the anditorium in Kan-
sas City Sept. 205-27, inclusive. Among
the other speakers schedulod are Bec-
retary of the Interior Whalter L.
